His outline of these included a bit- 
ter fight between capital and labor, 
economy and business management in

Americanism and conventional govern- 
ment and sound solution of the railroad 
problem. 
Referring briefly to the que'stion o| 


peace, the governor declared that the 
Republican citizenship had '"endeavored 
to co-operate in the matter with only 
such decisions as will give this republic 
its full rights to determine its own af- 
fairs under the constitution." 


"We must prepare," said Governor 
Sproule, "not only to clean up the gov-i 
ernmental mess in which we find our- j 
selves but we must lay our plans for 
restoring our nation to the position of 
respect which it once held. 
"We must lay our plans to meet the 


menace to our peace and well-being on 
our southwestern boundry. No chapter 
in our entire national history is more 
disgraceful and humiliating than- our 
relations with Mexico during the. last 
seven years. 
"The rape of the railroads," he said, 
"conceived in an unholy lust for power 
and partisan advantage, has left us a 
situation which will demand the high- 
est abilities of sound judgment and 
forceful management to work out."

ITALIANS ARRESTED SATURDAY NIGHT 


Victim of Attempted Black Mail Files Affidavit Based on 


Threats Said to Have Been Made By Quartet In De- 
manding Money.

There were nearly a score of knife 
wounds in his bocly. One in the neck 
penetrated the throat and would have 
been sufficient to have caused death' 
alone.

showed that a knife blade had cut en- 
tirely through the breast bone.

The affidavits charging the four Ital- 
ians with murder was subscribed to by 
Valasiso Pattasta, \vho claims to have 
been a victim of their threats to kill 
him unless he met their demands for 
money, and that in doing so they told 
him they would kill him just like they 
did "the fellow found dead in Wilson 
street." The four men were 'arrested 
Saturday night. 


It has not' been decided just what 


steps will be taken by the officials as 
the men are now under a heavy bond 
and the matter may be left until the 
grand jury meets the first of the new 
year.

•very, wholesome respects for the wat,er 
that your children seem to so despise 
Drinking a glass of water a, half to 
three quarters of an hour, before each- 
meal, will rinse out the little stomachs 
of the children and better prepare them 
for-the food which is to come.

L Nature's .demands 
for either food or water are similar,- 
and to give;:.one's (stomach food eaeh; 
time one jfeels the s'ensation of hunger 
is .often the cause of severe stomach 
trouble. • Instead -teach the .children to 
take a drink of -water and the feeling 
of hunger will be gone. 


Nothing is so important to a child's

That Now Worn by United States 


Army Medical Officers Goes Back 


Four Thousand Years. 


The caduceus, which was introduced 


;;ln,1902 by Col. John Van B. Hoff, M. 
§C.,:U. S^A., editor of the^Military Sur- 
geqin, as ipart of .the medical officers' 
insigniai dates back 4,000 years/ac- 
cording to F. H. Garrison, M. D., U. S. 
A., writing in the Journal of the'Amer- 
ican Medical, Association. For a num- 
ber of-reason's^the serpent was always 
the symbol; of (medicine in> antiquity. 
The Babylonians' caduceus, which as 
the insignia shows today—two snakes 
entwined with wings at the top of the 
staff—occurs In Hittite;"remains. 
It 


stands for an actual serpent god, Nin- 
glshzida,' who.al^the special messenger 
ofjshtar, >yas the'<awa%ner of -life in 
thie «p>l^ime^fflia the Iviesojpotamlan 
prototype? of the1 Greek7'Hermes. The 
Romans had a: special functionary/the 
caduceator, who was a sort ,of peace 
commissioner, The caduceus was used 
on the title pages of books published 
by the, .famous jaedical printer, Fro- 
benius,: in 1460 toJ1527.' The "wand of 
Mercury," as it is sometimes called, 
was .also' carried..-by, merchant traders 
in ancient times, on excursions where 
peaceful negotiations were desired and 
they wanted to b& known as neutrals. 


, , Labor Troubles in China. 


The $46 a month which the Chinese 


coolie "with" /his jfafhlly drew from the 
Chinese government during his period 
of enlistment in the army is the basis 
for the labor disturbance which is 
rocking China at, Jthe present time, 
says C. C. Thompson of Shanghai in 
the Seattle Post-Intelligencer. Mr. 
Thompson explains that prior to the 
war the average coolie made a month- 
ly wage;of $12 to. $lfc while having 
become accustomed to the new stand- 
ards of living made possible by the 
$40 allotment he declines now to re- 
turn to the old basis. Even household 
domestics have become affected by 
the new unrest and are demanding 
more money, he says. Recently be- 
cause of the unsettled conditions there 
was a.strike of dqckworkers in-Chi- 
nese ports which held .up all trans- 
Pacific'traffic for a considerable time, 
Mr. Thompson states. 


Owes All to Uncle Sam. 


. Building upon his p_ast experience as 
an .employee in a shoe factory, the 
federal board for vocational education 
placed a young chap of 24, who was 
disabled at Soissons, in a shoe manu- 
facturing plant for training. His left 
hand and arm werersievereiy injured 
by a high-explosive shell, 'but he finds 
he can carry on, in spite of the handi- 
cap, and is fast becoming an ' expert 
shoe cutter. The management, finding 
his service valuable, are paying him 
$1 a day— this, of course, in addition 
to his training pay, which comes from 
the 
board.

writes: "This training jjisgreate stuff. 
Everything is going' fine. *. * * I 
wouldn't have been .able to^. do any- 
thing if the government hadn't, given 
me -this chance."
